The  State  Convention  Board,  in 
annual  session  last  week,  threw  its 
entire  weight  of  influence  behind 
our  efforts  to  reach  our  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  goal  this  Convention 
year,  it  has  been  revealed  by  Rev. 
J  R  Davis,  New  Albany,  presi¬ 
dent 

The  75  Board  members  themsel¬ 
ves  readily  re-emphasized  the  im¬ 
portance  of  reaching  the  goal 
of  $1,500,000  an  enthusiastically 
adopted  a  plan  which  called  for 
them  personalty  to  take  the  lead  in 
their  associations  in  definite  efforts 
to  reach  the  objective. 

Although  this  year's  goal  ia  com¬ 
paratively  higher  than  any  pre¬ 
vious  goal  in  our  history,  we  should 
and  can  reach  it.  Board  members 
were  quoted  as  believing. 

The  definite  plan  adopted,  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Dr.  Chester  L.  Quarles, 
call  for  each  Board  member  to 
call  a  meeting  of  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  in  his  association,  composed 
of  himself  the  Moderator,  Steward¬ 
ship  Chairman  and  Missionary,  and 
make  definite  plans  to  enlist  the 
churches  that  have  not  given  any¬ 
thing  tii us  far  and  offer  every 
church  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
supplementary  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  offering. 

The  action  of  the  Board  itself  is 
more  evidence  that  Mississippi 
Baptists  are  more  than  ever  deter¬ 
mined  to  reach  tbe  ambitious  but 
worthy  goal  they  set  for' themsel¬ 
ves  this  year.

EDITOR'S  NOTE  —  Elmor

sion  Board  now  traveling  in  tbe 
Orient,  reletes  an  experience  in 
the  Philippines. 

We  arrived  in  the  Philippines 
Sunday  night,  and  then  left  the 
airport  at  Manila  at  7:30  Monday 
morning  for  Davao  City,  on  the  is¬ 
land  of  Mindanao,  700  miles  soilth. 

We  ate  lunch  with  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
W  A  Solcsbee  and  left  immediate¬ 
ly  for  a  two-day  trip  in  the  country 
to  attend  a  meeting  held  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  district  association.  It  was 
only  96  miles  but  it  took  five  hours. 
There  were  seven  of  us  —  Mission¬ 
aries  Solcsbee,  Ted  O.  Badger, 
Walter  T.  Huyt,  S.  Clyde  Jowers, 
Mr  Riquillo,  the  interpreter.  Dr. 
W  Peyton  Thurman,  my  traveling 
comparfion,  and  me. 

The  experience  gave  us  a  view 
of  missions  at  the  grass  roots 
which  was  as  thriUing  a a  it  was 
strenuous. 

Waiting  for  us  when  we  arrived 
at  8:30  p.  m.  were  three  pastors 
and  two  chosen  messengers  from 
each  of  the  five  churches.  They 
rang  the  church  bell  and  within 
90  minutes  200  people  from  the 


Had  266  members  before  last 
Sunday. 

Unfortunately,  83  of  the  266  were 
non-resident  members.  They,  in  all 
probability,  are  not  attending  any 
church  and  are  not  assisting  in  the 
work  of  the  church  to  which  they 
belong. 

Last  Sunday,  however,  s  new 
member  was  received  on  profes¬ 
sion  of  faith.  He  was  baptized  into 
the  fellowship  of  the  church  last 
Sunday  night,  thus  bringing  the 
total  membership  to  367. 

It  had  been  four  or  five  weeks 
since  the  last  candidate  for  bap¬ 
tism  had  made  a  profession  of 
faith.

How  to  reach  our  Cooperative 
Program  goal  of  91,500,000  for 
this  Convention  year  k  an  ini|>ort- 
ant  subject  right  now  among  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists." 

The  Baptist  Record  be]  ieves  it 
can  be  and  should  be  reached  and 
we  venture  herewith  several  sug¬ 
gestions  to  our  churches  and  their 
leadership. 

Suggestion  No.  One  is  the  Over- 
And-Above  Gift  plan.  Many 
churches  have  on  hand  a  reserve 
fund  from  which  an  Over-And- 
Al>.  ive  gift  could  be  taken. 

Suggestion  No.  Two  is  for 
churches  that  have  Cooperative 
Program  funds  on  hand  to  send 
those  funds  in  to  help  reach  the 
objective. 

Suggestion  No.  Three  is  for  the 
churches  that  have  not  contributed 
regularly  or  churches  that  are  giv¬ 
ing  only  a  small  percentage  to  take 
■  supplementary  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  offering. 

Suggestion  No.  Four  is  for 
every,  -church  that  feels  like  it  to 
ipake  some  kind  of  supplemen¬ 
tary  offering.  Churches  and  indi¬ 
viduals  sometimes  move  by  im¬ 
pulse  and  this  would  be  a  good 
impulse. 

Through  August  our  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  contributions  were 
up  13%  over  a  year  ago.  a  mar¬ 
velous  record,  but  not  sufficient 
to  reach  our  ambitious  but  worthy 
objective  of  $1,500,000  which  calls 
for  a  25%  increase. 

We  have  a  real  opportunity  to 
do  something  worthy  for  state  and 
world  missions  in  our  $1,500,000 
goal  for  this  year. 


a  per  member  rate  of  $42  as  com¬ 
pared  to  $13  in  1939.  Church  build¬ 
ing  is  at  an  all-time  high  of  $500,- 
000.000  —  ten  tinges  as  much  as 
in  1939.  But  the  glaring  exception 
to  this  picture  remains  —  the  pro¬ 
gressively  shrinking  buying  (low¬ 
er  of  the  clergyman  himself. 

“No  one  would  ever  enter  the 
ministry  because -of  tip*  material 
rewards,”  says  I>r.  Benson  Landis, 
associate  director  of  the  Council’s 
Research  and  Survey  Department 
and  editor  of  the  Yearbook.  “But 
today  it  appears  that  the  purchas¬ 
ing  power  of  the  minister's  salary 
has  reached  s  low  point  —  and  the 
only  way  he  can  get  relief  ie 
through  action  by  his  own  paristv* 
loners.’' 


S.T  million,  having  jumped  by  nearly  S 
per  cent.  The  denomination  now  has  29,- 
496  churches,  a  gain  of  about  two 
churches  each  day  during  the  year  The 
BapUst  Training  Union,  a  unique  institu- 
tiou  which  trains  Christians  of  all  ages 
for  work  in  the  local  church,  grew  by 
IS  per  cent  during  the  year  and  includes 
nearly  2  million  members.  Church  prop¬ 
erty  increased  by  $129  million  during 
the  year,  putting  the  denomination  in  the 
billionaire  class  with  property  worth 
$1,020,504,214.  Last  year  gifts  totaling 
$278  million  flowed  into  the  treasuries 
of  these  churches,  of  which  nearly  $50 
million  went  for  missions.  An  intake 
which  now  amounts  to  over  $5  million  a 
week  may  soon  equal  a  million  a  day. 

With  these  numbers  and  this  wealth 
and  vitality,  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  took  seriously  the  admonition  of 
Courts  Bedford,  secretary  of  its  Home 
Mission  board:  “Let  us  possess  the 
land."  The  recently  appointed  executive 
of  the  board  addressed  this  convention, 
taking  as  his  subject:  “Let  us  go  up  at 
once  and  possess  the  land  for  we  are 
well  able  to  possess  it.”  He  spelled  out 
his  mesning:  “Let  us  possess  the  land. 
Let  us  take  America  for  Christ  Let  us 
do  it.  I  like  those  words.  That  is  Baptist 
language.  No  overlordship;  just  the  co¬ 
ordinated  effort  of  a  people  who  love 
God.  seeking  to  carry  out  His  command 
and  His  commission.  Let  im  go  up  at 
once  and  possess  the  land.” 

This  annual  mass  meeting  of  “messen¬ 
gers”  —  not  representatives  —  of  the 
churches  is  an  important  element  in  the 
process  of  denominational  integration 
and  expansion. 

An  example  was  the  preliminary  move 
made  for  the  invasion  of  Canada. 

Throughout  the  discussion  it  was  as¬ 
sumed  that  the  Great  Commission  was 
given  exclusively  to  Southern  Baptists. 
It  was  openly  stated  that  the  rapid 
growth  in  numbers  and  wealth  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  churches  is  an  obvious 
sign  of  God's  favor. 

In  the  process  of  growth  some  devel¬ 
opments  are  taking  place  which  reflect 
a  maturing  sense  of  churchmanship. 
One  of  these  is  the  slow  evolution  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  convention  itself 
is  a  meeting  and  it  is  also  a  continuing 
organization.  Now  the  convention  is  turn¬ 
ing  over  an  increasing  number  of  deci¬ 
sions  to  the  executive  committee,  and 
with  these  goes  power.  One  of  the  deci¬ 
sions  it  was  asked  here  to  make  has  to 
do  with  the  location  of  the  S.  B.  C.  radio 
commission.  For  more  than  a  decade  the 
commission  had  been  domiciled  in  At¬ 
lanta.  Its  new  secretary,  Paul  M  Stev¬ 
ens,  complained  that  H  was  not  appre¬ 
ciated  in  Atlanta;  that  it  had  been 
treated  like  a  stepchild  during  the  dozen 
years  it  has  been  located  in  the  Georgia 


capital;  that  it  would  do  a  much  more 
effective  job  if  it  were  moved  to  Fort 
Worth,  Texas.  At  first  the  convention 
agreed  with  hraa.  then  it  referred  the 
matter  to  the  executive  committee,  with 
power  to  act.

Everything  Up — But 
The  Minister's  Salary 

In  a  day  when  people  are  going 
hack  to  the  churches  in  droves, 
piling  high  the  Sunday  collection 
plates,  and  have  embarked  on  an 
unprecedented  church  building 
campaign,  the  average  clergyman 
is  still  the  “forgotten  man”  —  as 
far  as  his  pocketbook  is  concern¬ 
ed.  While  the  purchasing  power  of 
every  other  major  job  category 
has  kept  pace  with  the  cost  of  liv¬ 
ing  H  lias  actually  decreased  for 
the  average  among  America’s  187,- 
900  Protestant  clergymen  serving 
churches.  This  despite  the  fact  that 
in  terms  of  actual  dollars  and  cents 
annual  clerical  salaries  —  tradi¬ 
tionally  low  to  begin  with  —  are 
about  twice  what  they  were  in 
1939. 

This  is  the  story  told  in  figures 
published  this  month  in  the  1955 
Yearbook  of  American  Churches. 

According  to  s  table  of  compara¬ 
tive  incomes  based  on  latest  gov¬ 
ernment  findings,  the  clergyman 
earns  roughly  the  same  as  artists, 
barbers,  sailors  and  longshoremen. 
Only  farmers  and  restaurant  wait¬ 
ers  are  shown  to  earn  significant¬ 
ly  less.  Other  professional  persons, 
however,  are  anywhere  up  to  three 
times  better  off,  the  Ycartxxjk 
chart  shows.  Architects,  dentists 
and  lawyers  do  twice  as  well,  or 
better,  and  physicians  and  sur¬ 
geons  average  out  better  tlian 
three  to  one  in  earnings. 

This  trend  m  clerical  incomes 
runs  oounter  to  all  other  impor¬ 
tant  trends  in  religious  life,  the 
survey  shows.  In  the  last  15  years 
church  membership  has  risen  to 
equal  59.5  per  cent  of  the  total 
population  —  an  increase  of  more 
than  lfl  per  cent  over  the  1939 
figure.  Im  Protestant  and  Eastern 
Orthodox  churches  alone,  mem¬ 
bers  are  given  cash  support  to  the 
extent  oTf  1,401, 000,000  a  year  —

This  will  be 
valuable  and  interesting  information  m 
the  future. 

4  Omit  or  condense  long,  wordy  re¬ 
port*  Include  only  figures  of  the  actuM 
work  of  the  association. 

5.  Change  the  style  of  the  cover.  Va¬ 
riety  attracts  attention.  Don't  use  the 
same  style  and  color  year  after  year. 

•.  Insert  a  complete  directory  «f 
churches  and  associations!  officers,  in¬ 
cluding  complete  addressee  for  each 
name.

Nigeria  Needs  You  Now! 

Are  you  a  qualified  teacher?  Are 
you  a  registered  nurse?  Read  this 
excerpt  from  a  letter  which  has 
just  arrived  at  the  offices  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  from  Miss 
Marjorie  Stephen. 

“One  of  the  most  interesting  re¬ 
ports  during  the  annual  mission 
meeting  in  Nigeria  each  year  is 
that  of  the  locations  committee.

teaches  me  to  bring  my  tithes  and 
offerings  into  my  church.  I  can¬ 
not  follow  the  New  Testament  and 
send  my  tithes  to  this  broadcast.  I 
cannot  get  the  consent  of  my  mind 
to  take  money  that  belongs  to  the 
Lord  and  use  it  to  further  one  in¬ 
dividual’s  program  who  does  not 
preach  the  whole  New  Testament. 
He  is  building  up  himself.  His  voice 
is  beginning  to  break  His  years 
are  numbered.  Who  will  take  over 
this  one-man  denomination  when 
he  has  to  quit?

j  ly  3.500,000  people.  The  entire  dis-

tors  with  one  small  government 
hospital  of  about  Ml  beds.  There 
are  no  qualified  nurses. 

'|  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  in 
Indonesia  are  busy  with  plans  for 
the  purchase  of  property  and  the 
i  actual  beginning  of  the  medical 
work.  Papers  were  to  have  been 
signed  August  31  for  the  purchase 
of  a  lot  with  two  separate  houses.
